of the inhabitants 
of the city. 
The Germans, 
it seems, were driven 
out, but not beyond the range of their 
big guns. 
The Frenchwoman 
did not 
desert her home. 
She says: 
"We have to remain 
in our house, 
for we really 
could 
not 
bring 
our- 
selves to leave it and all our posses- 
sions, 
although 
most 
of the 
Inhabi- 
tants have left the town. 
"For three 
months 
the 
bombard- 
ment of the town has continued, some- 
times 
for 
days 
and 
nights 
without 
ceasing, and then we hide in the ce- 
llaryou 
may 
guess 
how 
happy 
wo 
are. 
We simply live in dread of the 
shrapnel, 
which is going to fall on our 
house and set it on fire and bury us 
In the ruins. 
"You have no idea what terrible en- 
gines of war the Germans have.

we live in a sort of 
nightmare.
